MOULTRIE, Ga., Dec. 18.— 
Clyde Chapman, of this city, is 
back in Georgia very much alive 
after having been reported dead 
by his own hand in California, a 
face which will interest Mrs. Clara 
Croft Chapman, who is his wife, a 
lady in Savannah who says she is, 
and. another lady, supposedly in- 
California, whom Chapman him- 
self described as the bride for love 

of whom. he shot himself. 


Operating on highways between 
Atlanta and Birmingham, troopers 
have confiscated 19 automobiles, 
a large number of cases of bonded 
whisky and a small supply of 
moonshine, and have arrested a 
number of Alabamans in the past 
two weeks on charges of violating 
Georgia’s liquor laws. 

The cars carried from four to 
14 cases of whisky each, patrol- 
men said. 

To get Georgia whisky for sale 
in Alabama, the transporters are 
paying a premium of from $30 to 
$40 a case, according to state 
patrol information. They are 
hauling the liquor into some dry 
‘counties in Alabama, and prin- 
cipally for sale in Birmingham 
and Anniston, and are selling it 
for $90 to $100 a case, troopers 
said.

Million Fathers 
Face Induction 


By Next July 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—(P)— 
Two million moré men must be 
drafted by next July, Selective 
Service declared tonight, and 
1,000,000 of them are to be taken 
from the fewer than 5,000,000 
draftable fathers still with their 
families as of December 1, 

The fathers to be called are 
to come from 427,088 presently 
reclassified to 1-A, but not yet 
called, and 4,483,604 still in class 
3-A but subject to reclassification. 

While this number would seem 
ample to meet military needs, the 
Selective Service disclosed that 
about two out of every three fa- 
thers who lost their 3-A status in 
October and November had been 
granted “necessary man” defer- 
ments in farming or industry by 
their local draft boards. 

Should this rate of deferment 
for fathers continue, some offi- 
cials said privately the Selective 
Service will begin to approach the 
bottom of the father-barrel by 
mid-summer. 

Whittle Deferments. 

One factor which may slow the 
rate of father inductions is the 
proposed elimination of industrial 
deferments for non-fathers be- 
tween 18 and 22. The same treat- 
ment also has been proposed for 
those between 22 and 25. This 
is favored by draft officials; but 
has not yet been adopted as a 
policy. (The Army has instituted 
it for the civilian personnel in the 
18-22 bracket.) 

Selective Service headquarters 
reported that local. boards have 
been cutting down on deferments 
for non-fathers, whittling 62,175 
non-parents off the list of 2-A’s 
and 2-B’s in October and No- 
vember. 

A total of 1,418,333 pre-Pearl 
Harbor fathers were classified out 
of the 3-A group in the two 


months following October 1, when } 
ncy Ceased to be a cause, 


for deferment. Nearly one million 
of them, however, obtained occu- 
pational deferments in . agricul- 
ture or other essential work, it 
was reported, 

Local Boards Liberal. 

The number of fathers y 
inducted in the two months bail: 
ed down to. 50,465, selective serv- 
ice said. 

“This clearly demonstrates .that 
local boards are liberally defer- 
ring fathers engaged in war pro- 
duction or war-supporting activi- 
ties on the grounds of occupation, 
even after their dependency 
status is no longer cause for their 
deferment,” the report declared. 

A sharp stepup in the propor- 
tion of fathers entering military 
service was indicated in the state- 
ment by selective service that 
there are insufficient non-fathers 
to meet the December draft call 
of the Army and Navy, after sub- 
tracting the non-parents who will 
fail to meet physical and mental 
requirements and those whose in- 
duction is on appeal. 

11 Million Goal. 

The desired strength of the 
armed services next July 1 is 11.- 
300,000, including WACS and 
WAVES, selective.service said. To 
gain the desired strength, an esti- 
mated 1,200,000 additional person- 
ne] must be recruited, and on top 
of that there will be required an 
estimated 700,000 to 900,000 for 
Army and Navy replacements. 

“Selective service therefore con- 
templates that it will be required 
to furnish between 1,900,000 and 
2,100,000 men to the armed forces 
between December 1 and July 1,” 
the report continued.

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Yankees Close Trap 
On Vital Italian City; 
Slavs Nip Nazi Push

The Red army has developed its offensive toward Kiro- 
vograd, industrial and rail town in the Dnieper bend, by hurl- 
ing the Germans out of a number of strong points, Moscow 
announced last night, while Berlin said that 250,000 Russians 
had broken through in the Nevel area and forced the Ger- 


mans to shorten their front. 


In Italy heavy fighting proceed-‘ 


ed at both ends of the German 
winter line. Both the Fifth and 
the Fighth Armies made important 
gains. 

The Russian communique an- 
nounced the repulse of Nazi coun- 
terattacks in the Kirovograd sec- 
tion, but was notably silent again 
on fighting in northern White 
Russia, where the Germans have 
said the Red army has three of- 
fensives under way, the most am- 
one south of Nevel, 70 


No Report on Kiev. 

No report was given by the Rus- 
sians, either, on the Kiev bulge 
action. There the first Ukrainian 
army of General Nikolai Vatutin 
has been combatting an offensive 
directed toward Kiev by the heavi- 
ly armored forces of Field Mar- 
shal General Fritz von Mannstein.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18,—(P)— 
President Roosevelt, seeking to 
head off a nation-wide railroad 
strike scheduled to begin Decem- 


ber 30, will confer with leaders of 


the five operating brotherhoods 
and representatives of manage- 
ment at a White House confer- 
ence tomorrow at 1:30 p, m., At- 
lanta time. 


While the unusual Sunday con- 
ference called by the President 
was limited on the labor side to 
the operating unions whose mem- 
bers have voted overwhelmingly 
to strike, it Was watched with in- 
terest by the 15 nonoperating 
unions which likewise are in the 
middle of a knotty wage dispute. 
(The operating employes run the 
trains; the nonoperating men are 
shopmen, clerks, and the like.) 

The President’s action in call- 
ing the conference so promptly 
after his return to the White 
House yesterday from the Cairo- 
Teheran talks gave an indication 
that he regards the possibility of 
a paralyzing transportation tie-up 
as of pressing concern. 

The wage dispute of the 15 non- 
operating brotherhoods, mean- 
while, had found its way into con- 
gress, where action bogged down 
over the week-end.

Smitty, as he is known to members of his Fifth Army 
company, drifted away from his outfit when they stormed 
up Suicide Hill one dark and rainy evening. He ran out 
of ammunition, lost his helmet, and with nothing more lethal 
than a knife left to protect himself, decided to relax in a 


muddy foxhole until daylight. 


Came the dawn and Private Smith found himself looking 
into the business ends of five ugly rifles held by as many

MOSCOW, Dec. 18-—(%)—A 


young Russian mechanic, who ad- 
mitted betraying his country, testi- 
fied at Russia’s first war criminal 
trial that he aided the Germans 
in slaughtering 60 children be- 
tween the ages of 6 and 12, the 
Moscow press reported today, 
while a German defendant told a 
packed, shuddering courtroom how 
the Nazis systematically killed 
thousands of innocent Russians by 
gas, machineguns and torture. 
Mikhail Petrovich Bulanov, 26, 
Russian chauffeur for the Gestapo, 
testified at the trial at Kharkov 
that the sick and starving chil- 
dren were placed in a truck and 
told they were being taken to 
Stalingrad to visit relatives, but 
that later the Gestapo mowed 


the children cried, ‘“‘Daddy, don’t 
kill us, we want to live.” 

Russian children commonly ad- 
dress strangers as daddy. 

In addition to Bulanov, three 
Germans are on trial following 
the pledge of the Soviet Union, 
the United States and Great Brit- 
ain that war criminals would be 
brought to justice at the scenes of 
— crimes and tried under local 
aw. 

Four Are Doomed. 

The military tribunal has con- 
victed the four war criminals and 
they were sentenced to death by 
hanging, the Moscow fadio said. 

The sentence was greeted by 
“universal acclamation,” said the 
broadcast, recorded by the Soviet 
monitor. 

“The military tribunal recogniz- 
ed that the guilt of the accused 
was fully proved,” the radio said.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—(#)— 
Reductions of official automobile 
travel by 38 state governments 
and the District of Columbia 
saved almost 6,000,000 gallons of 
gasoline and 11,500 prewar tires 
in a three-month period, the Office 
r Price Administration said to- 

ay. 

The agency reported that the 
first official survey of the govern- 
ment’s mileage conservation pro- 
gram shows a total reduction dur- 
ing the three months ended June 
30 of 72,660,097 miles under the 
corresponding period in 1941 in 
most cases, in 1942 in four in- 
stances, ’ 

+ The program is being carried on 
by state mileage administrators 
appointed by individual governors. 

The reduction, OPA said, made 
possible a saving of more than 
$3,500,000 of taxpayers’ money, 
and resulted in an over-all 30 per 
cent cut under 1941 mileage 
figures. 

The 40 per cent reduction goal 
set for the period was reached by 
eight states—Connecticut, Florida, 
Idaho, Montana, New Hampshire, 
South Carolina, South Dakota and 
Washington. 

Passenger car mileage was cut 
64 per cent in Connecticut, 60 per 
cent in New Hampshire, 52 per 
cent in South Carolina, 49 per 
cent in Wyoming, 47 per cent in 
Idaho, 44 per cent in South Da- 
kota, 41 per cent in Nevada, 40 
per cent in Montana and Washing- 
ton.

“The three engines powering my 
train were almost opposite the en- 
gine of the derailed train before 
I saw a Man waving at me, and 
another on the opposite side of the 
track,” Belknap said. “Previous 
to that, there had been no warning 
torpedoes or fusees on my track.” 
| He added that, “I had been able 
'to see. the headlights of the south- 
'bound train from as far away as 
four miles. The glare from the 
| snow and lights prevented us from 
|detecting anything wrong with the 
other train.” 


| He said his three Diesel engines 
_jumped the track when he applied 
emergency brakes, driving into an 
jembankment and then righting 


piling up behind him. 

“Our engines were still coupled 
with the motors running when we 
finally stopped, with the No. 1 
engine jammed right under the 
other line,” he said, and added: 

“No Fusees.” 

“I understand the other train 
had been stopped for 40 minutes. 
The absence of fusees or other 
Warning signals up the track 
served to give me no warning, 
whatsoever.” 

None of his crew was hurt, he 
said. 

William Myer, engineer on the 
other train, could not be reached 
for comment.

Army Post Office Delivers Mail 
To Fighters With Little Loss 


WITH THE FIFTH ARMY IN 
ITALY, Dec. 16.—(Delayed)—(/) 
Don’t worry about that Christmas 
package you sen to the boy over- 
seas. 

No matter where he is, they'll 
get it to him and he will find it 
in exceptionally good condition 
when they sing out his name in 
mail call. The percentage of loss 
and breakage is almost infinitesi- 
mal, and delivery time from the 
United States to the most ad- 
vanced frontline positions has 
been cut to a minimum. 

That’s not just a lucky accident. 

It is the result of extreme care 
lavished on the Christmas mail by 
specially-trained Army postal 
crews, a big majority of whom 
worked in post offices in the Unit- 
ed States before the war. The 
Army is treating every package 
like a rare piece of crystal. The 
military mailman is practically a 
chaperone to each bundle all the 
way from New York to the fox- 
holes and slit trenches. 

Mail bearing mid-November 
postmarks is arriving now. In a 
maximum of three days from the 
time the ship docks, the packages 
are in the hands of the doughboys 
at the front. 

The central Army post office 
through which most of the pack- 
ages move to the Americans in 
the Fifth Army has delivered 4,- 
000,000 pounds of Christmas pack- 
ages during the first two weeks 
of December. It is still coming 
through in the’ same volume, and 
clerks there are still pushing it 
out to units at the same speed. 

Here is the way they do it: 

The moment the ship reaches 
port, the postal crews go aboard. 
The mail takes priority over al- 
most everything else in unloading. 
A fleet of trucks is waiting on the 


weigh roughly 40 pounds, go down 
chutes and into trucks. There is 
no slam-bang handling. Everybody 
has instructions to treat this mail 
gently, and everybody does. 

One by one the trucks are load- 
ed and they roar away immediate- 
ly almost with the urgency of am- 
bulances. Everything is done un- 
der high pressure, not only in or- 
der to get the packages to the 
troops in the shortest possible 
time, but in order to get the mail 
off the ships and outside the port 
area just in case German bomb- 
ers happen to arrive. 

The next stop Is a large build- 
ing that houses the Army post 
office. A swarm of men are wait- 
ing there. They live in that build- 
ing and work right around the 
clock. Military police clear all the 
routes for mail-bearing vehicles. 
The whole emphasis is on speed— 
speed and careful handling. 

The place hums with activity. 

The mailbags now are piled in 
a courtyard, and the top of the 
pyramid is almost as high as the 
second floor windows of the 
building. “We will have it all out 
of here by tomorrow at the lat- 
est,” the officers said. 

It arrived already sorted accord- 
ing to companies, and that saves 
time. The company is one of the 
smallest Army units. That means 
the job of classification here 
amounts only to getting the bags 
on trucks headed for the divisions 
or hospitals or rear area head- 
quarters where -those companies 
are known to be. 

There's a lot of bookkeeping and 
actual map-reading connected 
with it, too. The Army’s on the 
move and the “postal address” of 
almost every unit is likely to 
change from day to day.

French Beat 
Nazis, 20-1, After 
3 Years of Defeat 


WITH THE FIFTH ARMY IN| 
ITALY, Dec. 15.—(Delayed)—(P) 
French troops beat the Germans 
20 to 1 in their first clash on this 
front—the first French blow at 
the continent three and a half 
years after Germany overwhelmed 
France. 

Twenty Germans and one 
Frenchman were killed in the 
opening burst of fire five nights 
ago, after the French unit relieved 
an American outfit which had 
been fighting more than 70 days. 

Two American liaison officers 
with the French are Lieutenant 
Colonel Fred W. Sladen, of Staun- 
ton, Va., and Major Leonard C., 
Cook, of Ansonia, Conn. 

The French consist of Europeans 
and natives of North Africa, many 
from mountainous country such as 
the battleground here. 

Asked about the unit’s back- 
ground, the French general smiled, 
and said: “Our history began De- 
cember 10, when we killed the 
first Boche.”

Atlantans Bearing Half Cost 
Of Schoolin o County Children 


Atlanta is playing the big-heart- 
ed uncle to Fulton county even to 
the extent of paying half the cost 
of sending Fulton county students 
to schools over which Atlanta ex- 
ercises no control, in the affairs 
of which they have no voice, and 
to which they are not even allow- 
ed to send their own children. 

Further, Atlanta is spending 
about $3,531,286 on schools in 
both the county and city, a figure 
that if applied to the city alone 
would yield about $73 per child 
per year, or enough to make At- 
lanta’s school system among the 
finest in this country, while Ful- 
ton taxpayers are spending about 
$31 per pupil per year, or less 
than half Atlanta’s expenditures. 

These figures are derived from 
“A Report on Health and Welfare 
in DeKalb and Fulton Counties,” 
issued by the Social Planning 
Council here, and show one of the 
results of what has been termed 
the “governmental sickness of this 
area” resulting from the fact gov- 
ernmments here have “just grown 
and are now a part of a general 
crazy-quilt pattern.” 

The report states “‘Atlanta main- 
tains its own sé¢hools but the local 
cost, excluding state grants-and- 
aids, of the Fulton county school 
system to which city children are 
ineligible unless tuition is paid, is 
financed not only by a tax of nine 
mills on property of the county 
outside Atlanta, but a tax of 1.5 
mills on the much more valuable 
property inside the city, and by 
an annual contribution of $240,000 
from general county funds; and 
since taxpayers of Atlanta pay 82 
per cent of Fulton county taxes 
the total result is that the city 
taxpayers pay more than half the 
local cost of the Fulton county 
school system.” | 

These anachronisms of taxation 
without representation have aris- 
en over a period of years and 
have led to general confusion 
among local governmental units 
of which there are 43 in the At- 
lanta area, each with officials em- 
powered to levy taxes. From such 
overlapping authority has arisen 
such situations as the city-county 
dispute over the sewer systems 
and the dispute over use of Grady 
hospital which is only temporarily 
“patched up,” governmental ex- 
perts here told The Constitution. 

While favoring schoot consoli- 
dation as a common sense meas- 
ure for achieving efficiency and 
for raising of educational stand- 
ards, the governmental authorities 
who did not wish their names 
mentioned, said, “We are not go- 
ing to solve any of these problems 
successfully step at a time. The

LONDON, Dec. 18.—(AP)—The chances of knocking Ger- 
many out of the war quickly with a powerful land invasion 
of Europe will depend in part on the bombing weather in 


the coming weeks of winter.

May Keep Post 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—(4)— 
Belief that. General George C. 
Marshal! will continue. as Army 
chief of staff rather than direct 
an invasion of western Europe 
was expressed today by two lead-| 
ing service publications. They | 
disagreed as to who will be the, 
supreme commander of Allied 
forces invading western Europe. 


Both unofficial publications, the 
Army and Naval Journal and the, 
Army and Navy Register, said 
that it appeared the recent meet- 
ings between President Roosevelt 
and Prime Minister Churchill had 
brought about a decision not to| 
make Marshall the generalissimo | 
of the western European invad-| 
ing forces. There had been au-| 
thoritative reports earlier that | 
Marshall had been chosen for this | 
post. 


The Register said that “well-in- 
formed sources” reported that 
Genera! Dwight Eisenhower, com- 
mander of Allied forces in the 
mid-Mediterranean theater, would 
go to London to take supreme 
command. 

The Journal, however, discussed 
reports that one of two British 
officers, Sir Henry Maitland Wil- | 
son or Sir Harold Alexander, | 
would be the commander in chief | 
of the invading armies. Noting 
that the Mediterranean is divided 
into western and eastern com- 
mands, the Journal suggested that 
they would be consolidated into! 
one command with Eisenhower 
designated as supreme leader of 
operations both in Italy and in the 
Balkans. 


The recent appearance of Gen- 
eral George Patton, commander | 
of the Seventh Army. in Cairo, | 
was interpreted by the Journal to! 
mean that he is Eisenhower's 
choice for directing operations 
against the Balkans. 

In connection with the possihil- 
ity of an invasion of the Balkans, | 
the Turkish radio told during the 
day of press reports in that coun- 
try about the presence of a great 
number of landing barges in Sicily.

Vinson Okays 


Trucker Raises 


A retroactive wage increase for 
more than 500 employes of 19 
trucking companies operating out 
of Atlanta has received the ap- 
proval of Fred Vinson, chairman 
of the Economic Stabilization 
Board in Washington, according to 
an announcement made last night 
by M. T. Van Hecke, chairman of 


the Regional WLB, with headquar- | 


ters here. The wage increase, 
retroactive to March 1, amounts to 
3 cents an hour for drivers and 
6 cents an hour for helpers. 

A 16-day walkout, in protest 
against Vinson’s delay in permit- 
ting the wage increase; which had 
already received the approval of 
the WLB, ended last Friday by 
agreement between. the strikers 
and the operators. The strikers 
were members of the International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters, Chauf- 
feurs, Warehousemen and Helpers, 
of which W. T. Archer Jr. is the 
local business agent. 


In order to meet the wage in- 
creases, the truck operators have 
asked for an up-grading of freight 
rates. Since this request involves 
an increase in interstate freight 
rates, the WLB has referred it to 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion for final action. 


- In his decision Vinson approved 
all the provisions of the WLB de- 
cision. These included an award 
of time and one-half to all drivers 
working more than 54 hours in 
one Week and nine hours in one 
day, and a week’s vacation with 
pay for employes on the payrolls 
last March 1 who remain em 
ployed on March 1, 1944, and who 
have worked 60 per cent of the 
working days during the year.

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Congress Votes 
Itself Vacation 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—(4)— 
Congress voted itself a three-week 
vacation for a Christmas present 
today, thereby sidetracking final 
action on tax legislation, subsidies 
and other controversial measures 
until garly next year. 

Except for the formality of a 
senate session Tuesday to receive 
the $2,284,000,000 tax bill, the first 
recess of the seventy-eighth ses- 
sion of congress was on tonight. 
Both houses agreed to adjourn for- 
mally on Tuesday and to convene 
the second session January 10. 

The legislators then will have 
about five weeks to work out the 
red-hot billion-dollar food subsidy 
issue. They adopted a stop-gap 
resolution today giving the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation, which 
administers the food subsidies, a 
further lease on life from January 
1 to February 17. The senate ac- 
cepted the resolution unanimously 
and it passed the house, 134 to 66. 

Considered “Break.” 

Subsidy advocates considered 
the delay a break in their favor. 
They hope to- demonstrate, dur- 
ing the interim, that a majority 
of the public favors the govern- 
ment payments to hold down 
prices. 

Opponents, however, declared 
they would not relax their efforts 
to block further use of govern- 
ment funds for such a purpose. 

The recess also suspended house 
action on a senate-approved bill 
to raise the pay of nonoperating 
railway employes eight cents an 
hour. 

Before making ready for the va- 


' cation, however, congress whipped 


a flurry of legislation through the 
mill and House Majority Leader 
McCormack, Democrat, Massachu- 
setts, voiced assurace that he and 
Speaker Rayburn, Democrat, Tex- 
as, would “do everything in our 
power” to have the servicemen’s 
mustering-out pay bill reported 
from the military committee and 
brought to a vote by January 15. 

A “mustering out” program for 
federal wartime civilian employes, 
numbering over 2,000,000, also was 
proposed by the Civil Service 
Commission in a report submitted 


to congress by President Roose- | 


velt. 

The commission suggested that 
employes dropped from the fed- 
eral pay roll after the war be given 
three months’ salary in addition to 
accrued*annual leave, or that they 
be accorded unemployment com- 
pensation, computed on the basis 
of industrial workers, for 26 weeks. 

Vote 200 Million. 

Late in the day congress voted 
200,000,000 to tide government de- 
partments over through midsum- 
mer, but it refused a senate at- 
tempt to give the lawmakers a 
tight rein on all war spending. 

Congress also extended through 
January the life of the govern- 
ment’s farm labor recruiting serv- 
ice, created a year ago aS a man- 
power emergency measure. Other- 
wise, the program would have end- 
ed December 31. The service, car-

Had To Build 
Soil or Move, 


Says Farmer 


CHATSWORTH, Ga., Dec. 18.— 
“Five years ago I couldn’t make a 
living. I had to build soil or get 
out of here,” R. H. Gregory said 
today, standing in a barn full of 
1,500 bales of hay that his re- 
claimed fields produced in 1943. 

In 1938 he enrolled as a demon- 
stration farmer with the Murray 
County Soil Improvement Associ- 
ation, and started using lime and 
phosphate on his washed, beaten 
land. “You can’t build soil with- 
out lime and phosphate. Legumes 
won’t grow without them,” he ex- 
plains. ' 

But lime and phosphate were 
only the first shot in the reviving 
treatment he has given his farm. 
Following talks with County Agent 
J. C. Sheppard, he switched to a 
crop plan that emphasizes the pro- 
duction of such crops as Austrian 
peas and crimson clover along 
with rye and vetch. 

He has used 72,700 pounds of 
triple superphosphate and tons of 
limestone on such crops. The re- 
sulting cover helps control run- 
off. Gregory has terraced 15 
acres and is planning to terrace 
more.

acre to a bale to the acre. On one 


eight and a half acre corn field he |. 


produced 440 bushels of corn in 
1943 with only six hours of culti- 
vation. “That’s one way to meet 
the labor problems,” he says. 

Gregory started with one Jersey 
cow. 
including six registered cows, two 
registered males and three regis- 
tered heifers, He uses a port- 
able electric fence as a labor-sav- 
ing device in establishing grazing 
rotations on such crops as small 
grain, lespedeza and kudzu. He 
has 45 aeres of permanent pas- 
tures, given phosphate and lime 
treatment, which furnish abun- 
dant grazing in spring and sum- 
mer. 

“In any soil-building program, 
seed production is the bottleneck,” 
Gregory said. And he and his 
hrother-in-law are now establish- 
ing seed-cleaning equipment at 
Eton. The entire neighborhood is 
becoming interested in substitut- 
ing such seed-producing crops as 
lespedeza, soybeans, small grain 
and the clovers for cotton, untill 
now the eryveins cash crop here.

starlight to guide them, had strug- 
gled to the top, helping each other 
with hands and with guide rope 
and who still had the stamina to 
fight when they reached the sum- 


mit. 
Surprise Attack. 

Their attack achieved nearly 
complete surprise and was an im- 
portant factor in gaining control 
of the mountain pass which blots 
the valley through which winds 
the main road to Rome and from 
whose summit the Germans had 
maintained artillery observations 
over the countryside for miles 
around, 

The troops advancing side by 
side left their supplies in the 
woods, one-third of the way up 
the mountain. At 10:30 p, m. on 
the second at the conclusion of an 
ear-splitting, earth-shaking artil- 
lery concentration fired by many 
hundreds of British and Ameri- 
can guns, they charged up the 
slope. 

An American colonel was with 
the leading troops. 

“For the first part of the climb,” 
he said, “we followed an old trail 
with nothing but a faint pass from 
which the boulders had been 
rolled away here and there. We 
stumbled and fell over the rocks 
in the darkness and often had to 
clutch quickly at a rock to keep 
from slipping down the hillside.” 


The leading infantrymen were 
carrying rifles, automatic rifles, 
grenades and knives, They had 
three K-rations, three C-rations 
and three emergency D-rations 
each. Their kits weighed alto- 
gether 40 pounds, and in the 
waves behind them came other 
troops heavily loaded down with 
extra ammunition, first-aid equip- 
ment and litters for the wounded. 


Had Fooled Around. 


“We had fooled around climbing 
small hills,” the colonel said, “but 
I had never really walked up a 
mountain before in my life, We 
were in good shape, however. We 
kept that way by working for tails 
off in forced marches, by calis- 
thenics and exercise. 


“We climbed for five hours with 

the shadow of the ridge standing 
out above us against the sky light 
and never seeming to get any 
nearer. Incidentally that was the 
only clear weather we had during 
the battle. 
“The higher we went the steep- 
er and harder it got finally it be- 
came necessary to go up hand 
over hand. We boosted the leading 
man up. He passed his rifle end 
back to the man behind and 
helped him up. And then the two 
of them fastened ropes to boulders 
above them and the rest scram- 
bled up the rope. 


“There were some narrow 


}escapes but not a man lost his 


footing in the climb.” 

The men went on stretching up- 
wards, breathing harder as they 
reached highér altitude. They 
were wondering anxiously wheth- 
er they would make their posi- 
tions on schedule or whether day- 
light would catch them on the 
slopes, exposed to machinegun 
fire and grenades from above. 

Ahead of Time. 


“Actually,” the colonel said, “we 
were well ahead of time (2,000 
feet in six hours). At 4:30 we 
were in positions only a hundred 
yards from the crest. We crouched 
behind boulders and waited for it 
to become a little lighter before 
berinning our attack.” 

The first men lay there quietly 
breathing hard, gathering their 
strength. Others worked their 
way laboriously up to join them 
and the assault wave inched up 
towards the top. Then some rocks 
tumbled down the slope and a 
German voice challenged from the 
crest. 

A machinegun started, its trac- 
ers falling over the heads of the 
climbing men. Machine pistols 
battered the rocks, chipping off 
pieces and in a few seconds mor- 
tar shells came screaming from

behind the German positions and 
on to the forward slope. 


It was nearly daylight as our 
men rushed up the last peak left 
and into the German position. An 
American captain fell with three 
machinegun holes in his forehead. 
A private went down simultan- 
eously. The rest kept going, 
throwing grenades and shooting 
at the Germans crouching behind 
boulders and in prepared machine- 
gun nests, 


Faced Machineguns, 


“It was our job,” s&id Staff Ser- 
geant Irving Fox, of Bozeman, 
Mon., “to take the very peak of 
Mount Difensa. When the Ger- 
mans were shooting at us we 
climbed up the last part of the 
slope. We faced two machine- 
guns both of them firing from 
fixed positions and in only one 
direction. 


“Keeping out of the line of fire 
we worked our way around the 
hill about 20 feet from the top and 
got behind the machinegun at the 
crest where the flat part of the 
summit is only 20 feet wide. 


“We were within 50 feet of 
them, before they saw us. Their 
position was in the midst of bould- 
ers, with rocks built up around 
the sides to protect them from ar- 
tillery fire. 


“One of them turned, grabbed 
a rifle and hit one of my men 
who was aiming a rifle grenade 
at them. I gave them a short 
burst with my tommy gun and the 
others with me fired their rifles. 
Then as the Heinle fell dead with 
his chest torn away, the other five 
all wounded looked at their hands 
and yelled ‘kamerad.’ We turned 
then over to one of our men to 
take’them down the hill and head- 
ed for the next positions,

One of the most heated under-

Much time has been 
expended on its preparation, and 
the pay schedule of every employe 
is embodied in the voluminous 
document. 
Favors “Have Nots.” 


Observers at the city hall yes- 
terday analyzed it as a plan favor- 
ing the “have nots” for the first 
time. They said the jockeying 
over the plan is something like a 
Christmas ‘ay. 

To the haves, it is distasteful, 
and something of a tragedy be- 
cause it fails to bring them any 
additional compensation.

Proponents of the sliding scale 
program contend that all employes 
should have maximum and mini- 
mum salaries with the maximum 
being reached after a period of 
five years. They assert that the 
plan will benefit council itself by 
eliminating semi-annual demands 
for single-shot raises, 
nizing and giving some reward for 
efficient service it will benefit em- 
ployes and that it will permanent- 
ly eliminate the grab bag for sal- 
ary hikes by workers having po- 
litical influence. 

Civil service spongors contend 
that such a plan should have been 
adopted four years ago when civil 
service was first instituted. They 
contend that a definite salary 
should be provided for every city 
position and that when raises are 
granted they should be made for 
the entire classification.

Two Convicted 
Of Conspiracy 


KANSAS CITY, Dec. 18.—(#) 
A federal court jury today con- 
victed Dahne W. Winebrenner, 
former sales manager of the 
Baker - Lockwood Manufacturing 
Company, of North Kansas City, 
and Cornelius G. Loose, former 
civilian administrator at Wright 
Field, Dayton, Ohio, of conspiracy 
to defraud the government on war 
contracts. 

The jury acquitted three other 
defendants. They are the Baker- 
Lockwood Company, W. L. Mellor, 
its president, and Ben D. Chris- 
tian, president of the Safway Steel 
Products Corapany, Milwaukee. 

The jury deliberated six hours. 
It received the case last night. 

Contracts for 17 million dollars 
were involved in the prosecution 
of the indictments, returned last 
February 12. 

Judge John Caskie Collet de- 
ferred sentence until Tuesday aft- 
er attorneys for Winebrenner and 
Loose said they would file mo- 
tions for a new trial Monday. 

Judge Collet had instructed the 
jurors that the indictment charged 
the five.co-defendants “conspired 
with each other to defraud the 
United States of the right to have 
the material center at Wright Field 
function in an efficient and order- 
ly manner,” and had conspired to 
defraud the government of “the 
conscientious and unbiased serv- 
ice of Cornelius G., Loose, free 
from influence of fraud and cor- 
ruption,”

However, it now was hoped that, 
barring a relapse, he would be 
convalescent by Christmas and 
able to return from the Middle 
East within a few weeks, contrary 
to earlier reports which indicated 
the Prime Minister might be 
forced to remain away several 
months. 

The spirit of optimism prevail- 
ing in London stemmed not only 
from the clinical reports of the 
improvement in his condition, but 
also from word that the 69-year- 
Old cabinet chief had been able 
to read important war dispatches. 

Never Good Patient. 


With Mrs. Churchill at his bed- 
side at a secret location some- 
where in the Middle East, it was 
said he insisted on keeping in 
touch with the latest devélop-

Arnall Summons Legislature. 

Never more’n a couple jumps 
behind any national argument, 
Georgia started her own agitation 
for the soldier vote this week. 
While congress hummed and 
hawed on the question in Wash- 
ington, Governor Arnall _ an- 
nounced that he would call a spe- 
cial session of the legislature to 
revise the state’s voting laws to 
provide a ballot for all servicemen 
and women. Early rumors had 
the session scheduled for January, 
but it looks now as though the 
legislators will wait ‘til spring. 

A less commendable local echo 
of the national scene is the strike 
trouble we’re having. Eight hun- 
dred truck drivers went back to 
work this weekend for the first 
time in more than two weeks, a 
day later 100 Greyhound bus driv- 
ers here joined their brothers in 
cities throughout the southeast in 
a walkout. Both strikes concern- 
ed pay. The truck drivers were 
protesting the fact that their WPB- 
approved retrocative wage in- 
creases of 3 cents an hour had 
been held up pending approval of 
Stabilization Director Fred Vin- 
son. They’re still held up, but 
truck traffic is not, as the driv- 
ers agreed to go back when WLB 


threatened seizure of the lines by | 


the federal government. 


Thousands Await Buses. 

At this writing, between 3,000 
and 4,000 weary would-be passen- 
gers are milling around the local 
Greyhound terminal waiting for 
settlement of the bus strike. Serv- 
icemen on furlough watched those 
precious holiday hours tick off the 
clock; mothers with wiggling chil- 
dren tried to quiet them as their 
patience wore thinner and thin- 
ner. The difficulty seems to be 
that the WLB cut a 20 per cent 
Wage increase out of the union’s 
new contract with the company. 
With the buses tied up and train 
space dearer than pearls, that old 
one about “over the river and 
through the snow to grandmoth- 
er’s house we go” seems shelved 
even for servicemen. 

The WPB, the Red Cross and 
the military were hunting around 
for recording machines this week, 
so the men in Lawson and other 
servicemen’s hospitals who can’t 
get home for Christmas could at 
least send their voices to their 
folks. Such things just ain’t, as 
far as going down and buying one 
is concerned, so they appealed to 
the public. To date, W. O. Pat- 
terson, in Covington, has offered 
his dictaphone; a man in Quitman 
got out his family car to bring 
his machine down to the Thom- 
asville hospital; L. E. Wilson, of 
Atlanta, donated his little daugh- 
ter’s (she wanted the “soldier 
boys to have it); T. R. Allen, who 
works for the Army Engineers 
here, gave his ... the list is grow- 
ing by leaps and bounds. 

Heinz Murder Cracks a Little. 

The Heinz case, which dopsters 
predicted would break this week, 
cracked a little, then closed up 
again tight as a drum. There was 
much excitement when a 33-year- 
old Negro ex-convict and his 18- 
year-old girl friend were brought 
in for questioning, but both were 
released at the week’s end, so 
we're back where we started.

It would do us all good 
to attend a funeral once per 
month to get new perspective 
and freedom from slavery to 
this materialistic age. Ameri- 
cans don’t cry enough for their 
proper spiritual growth. 


Case B-206: Ruby M., aged 59, 
is my foster aunt whom I describ- 
ed last week as suffering a stroke 
of apoplexy. She died the night 
I wrote that case record. 

Three days later we attended 
her funeral in a beautiful Chica- 
go funeral parlor, 

The clergyman delivered a dry, 
mechanical address that literally 
put me to sleep. 

I haven’t been so bored since 
I used to listen to the monotonous 
drone of some of my college pro- 
fessors.

Not a 
word was said about my aunt dur- 
ing the ceremony of 40 minutes.

Funerals Golden Opportunities. 

Instead of realizing this unique

East Point Man on Bougainville 


Has Half a Jap 


(The following story is based 
on information supplied by 
Marine Combat Correspondent 
James E. Hague, of Bridgeport, 
Conn,, now on Bougainville, last 
large Japanese foothold in the 
Northern Solomons.) 


Marine Second Lieutenant Has- 
kell Baker, 25, of 111 North Main 
street, East Point, has half a Jap 
to his credit. 

In his first hand-to-hand con- 
tact with the enemy on Bougain- 
ville, beyond the Empress Augusta 
beachhead, the lieutenant and an- 
other Marine spotted and shot the 
same Jap at virtually the same 
time, thus the claim for one-half 
Jap. 

There were five other Japs be- 
sides the one Lieutenant Baker got 
at a range of not more than six 
yards. The other five were swept 
into death by a machinegun just | p> 
behind the officer. 

Artillery Observer. 

Lieutenant Baker had spent sev- 
eral days in the front lines as ar- 
tillery observer, but his close 
brush with the Japs climaxed the 
roughest day of them all. 

The firing had opened up about 
10 in the morning. Lieutenant 
Baker was adjusting the artillery 
fire by sound. 

“The day before,” Lieutenant 
Baker said, “we knew the Japs 
were on our right flank. But dur- 
ing the night they had sneaked in 
to our rear, cutting us off. Two 
squads contacted the Japs, but 
they were surrounded. 

“A runner crawled 100 yards to 
let us know the situation. So I 
went back with three infantry 
units to put some artillery fire on 
the Japs behind us. 

“They were between us and the 
rivers. We poured the artillery in 
there. I had ’em laid in so close 
the ground was shaking. A Jap 
machinegun opened up on us 
while Gagnon (Private First Class 
Raoul Gagnon) of New Bedford, 
Mass., and myself were observing 
the fire. 

Tree Clipped Down. 

“A Jap machinegun clipped 
down a tree about four inches in 
diameter just above our heads. We 
were just below the crest of a little 
knoll between us and the river

For Lunches 


The federal government sent 
$300,894 to 1,095 Georgia public 
schools during the fall quarter to 


buy food for lunchrooms, accord- 
ing to the State Depar*ment of Ed- 
ucation. More than 200,000 chil- 
dren benefited from this service. 


Georgia is to get a total of $2,- 
000,000 from the fund appropriat- 
ed by congress to aid schools in 
operating lunchrooms during the 
present term. There are enough 
schools now on the approved list 
in Georgia to use the entire 
amount set aside for this purpose. 

Federal funds, provided through 
the War Food Administration, are 
used to reimburse schools for 60 
per cent of the cost of midday 
meals. Food is purchased locally. 
Only those schools operating 
lunchrooms on a non-profit basis 
can receive federal aid. :

OPA Price Violations Decline, 


Enforcement Attorney Reports 


To enforce federal price regula- 
tions, the Office of Price Admin- 
istration has less than half as 
many investigators as were em- 
ployed during prohibition days, 
when bootleggers ran rampant. 


Despite the shortage of skilled 
investigators Ralph Quillian, At- 
lanta district OPA enforcement at- 
torney, reports a decline in viola- 
tions, save in the citrus fruit in- 
dustry, clothing and poultry. 

Poultry is selling on the black 
market, he said, at one to two 
cents a pound above price ceil- 
ings and citrus fruits about $1 a 
crate. The worst offense, Quillian 
contended, comes from the cloth- 
ing industry, some parts of which 
have discontinued low-price goods 
and permitted quality to deterio- 
rate. 

The next big enforcement drive, 
said he, will be on wearing ap- 
parel. 

Liquor Prices. 


Widespread popular belief that 
the retailer and wholesaler, are 
profiting by the liquor shortage is 
erroneous, Quillian continued. 
Chief violation lies in eastern fly- 
by-night distillers who buy in 
bulk, re-bottle and sell inferior 
whisky at good whisky prices. 


Georgia’s liquor prices, he said, 
are some 20 per cent below those 
in other states which use the re- 
tail system. Had it not been for 
the little known brands, Quillian 
added, many liquor dealers would 
have been forced out of business.

Best Kick-Off Defense Hard Tackle at Goal--Alex 


Football Rules 
Okay, Declares 
Jacket Coach

“What's wrong with getting an 

out of bounds kick-off at the 35- 
yard line? Is that a defensive 
measure? When it goes over the 
goal line you get it at the 20, I’ 
take the extra 15 yards,” said 
Coach Bill Alexander, of Georgia 
Tech, yesterday commenting on 
agitation to change the rules and 
bring the ball up to the 50-yard 
line on an out of bounds kick-oftf. 

Fritz Crisler, Michigan leader 
and member of the rules commit- 
tee, insists that something be done 
about the out-of-bounds kickoff 
regulation in college football. 

Crisler thinks that instead of 
a team being given the,ball at 
the 35-yard line, it should be put 
in play on the 50-yard line. “Thus,” 
declares the University of Michi- 
gan athlete director, “teams would 
be discouraged from using such a 
defensive tactic which will become 
more and more irksome to fans 
as time goes on.” 

Alexander differs. 

“A football bounces very funny. 
I’ve seen teams try to kick the 
ball in the field and then watch 
it bounce like a rabbit to the 
sidelines. Why penalize a team 
that is trying to keep the ball 
in the field of play? 

“Then, too, there are situations 
that may require kicking the ball 
out of bounds. We did that sev- 
eral times this year. 

“Suppose your team is three or 
four touchdowns ahead and there 
is @ chance you might injure good 
men. It’s folly not to kick out 
of bounds and give the opponent 
the ball at the 35. 

“Personally I prefer’ kicking 
straight away and  socking ’em 
around the goal line. We often 
did that during-the season. That’s 
the best defensive play—a hard 
tackle at the goal line.” 

Alex added, “Blame the coaches 
about the kick-off; the rules are 
okay.” 

The Old Man has his Jackets 
hard at work preparing them for 
a tough tussle with Tulsa on New 
Year’s Day in the Sugar Bowl 
game at New Orleans. He has 
cautioned the boys that, while Tul- 
sa is loaded with 4-fs and has a 
one-armed guard, it may well be 
their hardest game of the year.

TOO FEW SEATS. 


Even with the seating capacity 
of $0,000, there were not enough 
seats for those games of 1938 and 
1939. Determined to get the job 
done, the Sugar Bow! promoters 
launched a city-wide campaign in 
1939 to bring the stadium to 70,000 
seats. The proposed additions 
were so much more extensive an 
the cost proportionately greater, 
that public subscription was de- 
cided upon as the only practical 
means of raising sufficient funds. 

The cost was $550,000. Bonds 
in denominations of $100 each 
were put on the market and gob- 
bled up. Repaying at an interest 
rate of 2 per cent annually, plus 
first choice seats for bondholders,

The Army and Navy have saved 
basketball in the south simply by 
furnishing opposition, a poll of 
leading colleges has shown. 

Only a few of the regular cage 
powerhouses are planning to con- 
tinue the sport on a peace-time 
basis, but a number of others will 
organize teams and play Army 
and Navy units in their immedi- 
ate territory. Some schools drop- 
ped the sport altogether, and 
others are still undecided about 
what to do. 

The Southern Conference will 
have more representatives on the 
court this winter than the South- 
eastern, usually the sports strong- 
hold beneath the Mason-Dixon 
line. But the SEC will probably 
provide the strongest quintet of 
all in Kentucky, an annual threat 
for the conference title. 


SEC TEAMS. 


According to information avail- 
able now, only Georgia Tech, 
Georgia, Kentucky, Tulane, L. S. 
U., Vanderbilt and possibly Ala- 
bama, will have quintets in the 
Southeastern. 

On the other hand, Duke, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Clem- 
son, Washington and Lee, V. M. L., 
Maryland, Wake Forest, North 
Carolina State, and maybe others, 
will support teams within the 
Southern loop. Duke, as _ usual, 
will be the outstanding team, prin- 
cipally because of help from Navy 
trainees. 

Tennessee, which last year won 
the S. E. C., will not have a club, 
Coach Johnny Mauer announced. 

Georgia Tech, bolstered by 
naval trainees, will have three of 
last year’s regulars back and 
should rate a favorite’s role when 
the SEC tournament comes 
around. The Jackets have Frank 
Broyles, Wes Paxson and Bill 
Johnson back from the 1942 
squad. 

Kentucky, coached by the vet- 
eran Adolph Rupp, is the only 
southern school already playing 
the game. To date the Wildcats 
have toppled four opponents, in- 
cluding Indiana and Ohio State. 
Coach Rupp’s team is made up of 
ten freshmen and two sophomores, 
with Brannum, a 17-year-old, as 
the leading scorer. The ’Cats top- 
pled Fort Knox, 51 to 18; Berea 
Navy, 54 to 40; Indiana, 66 to 41; 
and Ohio State, 40 to 28. 

Alabama’s cage plans are in- 
definite. Coach Paul Burnum 
plans to organize a team after the 
first of the year, provided there 
is enough material to play a limit- 
ed schedule.

This man Butler, United States senator from 
Nebraska, is providing one of the puzzles of 
the day. Nobody who reads his wild fulmina- 
tions alleging “boon-doggling” by our govern- 
ment in Latin America countries, can fail to 
wonder what is the purpose behind it all. 
There must be some reason, even though it is 
difficult for the average man to understand 
what could provide a cause so pressing as to 
justify reiteration of charges which have been 
refuted and denied by various unimpeachable 
authorities.

If either of these be the true reason behind 
the affair, certainly neither offers any worthy 
reason for imperiling our friendship with other 
American nations.

New Constitution for Jersey 

The state of New Jersey is going to follow 
Georgia’s example in the adoption of a new 
constitution. 

Drafting of the state’s new organic law will 
be the first order of’ business when the New 
Jersey legislature meets next month, Governor- 
elect Walter E. Edge announced yesterday after 
a three-day conference with the president of 
the senate and the chairman of the Republican 
state committee. 

It may or may not be significant that Gov- 
ernor Edge, who owns a winter home near 
Thomasville, announced his plans for revising 
the New Jersey constitution shortly after his 
return from a visit to this state. 

At any rate, it is an excellent idea, one 
which many other states will be adopting 
within the next few years. 


The Nation’s Blood Bank , 

In connection with the recent government 
announcement that to date 38,430 members of 
the armed forces had sustained wounds comes 
the heartening statement of Major General 
William H. Ogilvie, consulting surgeon of the 
British Eastern forces, in an address before 
doctors training at Carlisle Barracks, Pa., the 
“medical West Point,” that “there is no such 
thing as a dead soldier until the burial service.” 


The thousands of individuals throughout 
the nation who have gladly contributed their 
blood for the skilled administration of physi- 
cians and surgeons to wounded of the armed 
forces in various sections of the world, will 
realize they have performed a real service, 
for General Ogilvie asserted that “blood plasma 
is a miracle of modern science which has saved 
many a life in this war.” ! 

Wounded soldiers have a better chance of 
recovery than their forefathers, he said, for 
the picture is entirely different now than in 
the last war; blood banks and plasma, modern 
surgery, better trained men and more sani- 
tary conditions all add up to making the death 
rate far less. General Ogilvie displayed charts 
showing the increase in the use of blood and 
plasma now, as compared to the start of the 
war, and statistics that disclosed a drop in the 
death rate with the increase in transfusions, 
the latter made possible by the willingness of 
civilians to “build up the blood banks.” 


“Abdominal wounds require up to ten pints 
of. blood,” he asserted, “and while blood is bét- 


. ter than plasma, it must be kept refrigerated all 


the time. On the other hand, plasma can be 
kept indefinitely and has proven its worth in 
this war.”

He paid off his loan, which was one extend- 
ing over a period of 40 years, within five and 
a half years. Money from the sale of cotton, 
peanuts, hogs, cows, watermelons and syrup 
made up that big ffmal payment.

They don’t hate any other group. 

They also vote. 

There are a great many Syrians in our midst, too, and while I 
do not know them as well as I do my Greek friends, they are 
preferable to such klansmen as were convicted for beating and 
whipping helpless persons.

JUSTICE, NOT REVENGE oe first a guilt trial has been 
eld at Kharkov, 
liberated from German occupation, according to Mle aa Brit. 
ish news service, which got its story from a Moscow radio broadcast 

Those-on trial were Germans, captured when the Red armies 
took the city, who were accused of atrocities per- 
petrated on the civilian population during the 
enemy occupation. According to the Moscow 
story, they were tried before a military tribunal 
and all the accused pleaded guilty. The story 
does not specify their sentences, nor say how 
many defendants there were. “All of them 
awaited the hour of retribution and the hour 
now has struck,’”is the euphonious way the Rus- 

. sians put it. : 

It is easy to imagine the sentence imposed. 
It was said that present at the trial were hun- 
dreds of Russian civilians, some still bearing the 
scars from German torture. 

It has been promised that all who can be 
apprebended among those guilty of crimes 
against the populations of occupied territory 
shall be tried and, if proven guilty, punished. 

: This, of course, includes all leaders, of the Nazi 
party, those primarily responsible for the outrages perpetrated by 
the men who follow Hitler. 


LET US SEEK JUSTICE It is to be hoped, when the day of 

retribution for all the guilty ones 
arrives, that we and ol allies will approach that duty in a spirit 
of cold, exact justice, rather than in a spirit of revenge. Much de- 
pends on this, much of the future stability of our world. For 
merciless revenge can only create future hate, while simple justice 
will, in time, impress its truth and its worth upon all who witness 
it in operation. i, 

But, in passing sentence upon the guilty, we of America must 
always remember that we have, actually, experienced none of the 
horror of unscrupulous war, we have not known what it is ‘to 
live under the heel of a brutal conqueror. We should listen to those 
who have suffered, those who have felt the agony of German tor- 
ture, who have seen loved ones die by German hands, when we 
are deciding what is the justice we must exact. Those who have 
felt the agony know far better than we the degree of guilt of 
those who inflicted it. 

The Russians, as they continue trials of these accused, in various 
localities they have rewon, will largely set the pattern for the 
treatment to be extended to other guilty who will be sought out 
and accused after the German collapse which is coming. 

Thus the trials they now hold will serve as foretaste, for other 
guilty ones, of what they may expect. And who can say the Rus- 
sian way is anything save justice? 


IT IS LOGICAL It is said that Stalin will demand, after the 

war is done, the labor of millions of Germans 
in the restoration of the Russian areas the German vandal armies 
have destroyed. Who can say that this would not be just? Let 
those who have wantonly destroyed labor in the heat of the day 
to restore what they tore down. 

It is said that Hitler and his leaders plan, when they see they 
must surrender, to stage wholesale slaughter of those unfortunate 
natives of occupied lands who have been herded into Germany as 
slave labor for her fields and factories. The Nazis will argue, it 
is said, that such slaughter is wise in order to weaken the man- 
power of other nations before that third war, which even now the 
Germans plan to let loose on Europe and the world, begins. 

Well, if the Germans do anything of such horror as this, would 
it be injustice to exact payment in kind, by slaughter of equal num- 
bers of Germans? 

Justice is blind, but it is going to be necessary, when the time 
comes, to so temper our justice with mercy that we shall not be 
tainted by the same savagery and lust for slaughter that has turned 
the German nation back to barbarism. , 

For our own sakes then, we should hope the justice now being 
enacted by the Russians be not too severe, we should pray for the 
gentle quality of mercy in our own postwar treatment of the 
vanquished foe. 

Mercy for our souls’ sake, to be sure. But not too much mercy, 
for we must remember the millions of pitiful victims of German 
lust and we must, likewise, realize that safety from German 
treachery in the future can only be secured by teaching that out- 
law nation such a lesson as it can never forget, Justice with a 
modicum of mercy is what we want,

AT THE FRONT LINES IN ITALY, Dec. 18.—(By Wire- 


less)—I’ve been living with 


a gun crew that has fought 


through four big Mediterranean campaigns. These men have 
been away from America for nearly 17 months. 


It has been more than a year 
since any of them has slept in a 


bed. When they turned in their 
old gun a few weeks ago for a 
brand-new one, it had fired more 
than 6,000 rounds. 

Originally the whole crew was 
from South Carolina and they 
were a closely knit bunch, but 
transfers and illnesses over the 
months have whittled the Caro- 
linians down to five. People 
from such strange and unorthodox 
places as California and Missouri 
have infiltrated. 

But Carolina still sets the pace, 
and a year of rassling with French 
and Italian hasn’t changed their 
accent a bit. Practically every- 
body has a nickname. You hear 


there by a closeness to their hills 
and their trees and their soil. 


They are natively courteous. 
Most of them have little educa- 
tion, and their grammar is atro- 
cious, but their thinking is clear 
and they seem to have a friendli- 
ness toward all people that much 
of America doesn’t have. They 
have an acceptance of their mis- 
erable fate and a sense of gaiety 
and good humor, despite their 
hardships, that you seldom find 
in other Army outfits. 


The artillery lives tough, but it, 
too, like nearly every other 
branch of the Army, bows in 
sympathy and admiration to the 
infantry.

In Person 


TCHAIKOVSKY, by § Herbert 
Weinstock. (Knopf) $5.00. 


Tchaikovsky’s music is classic, 
in the broad sense of the word. 
Nevertheless it is most popular 
of the serious music played in 
America today. Some _ critics 
don’t admit its artistic worth; but 
perhaps that only is because they 
are moved too strongly rather 
than kept cold by it. 

The same seems to be true of 


the man himself, none were im- 
mune to his charm; he had no 
end of friends and could have had 
even more had he cared to. 

But this biographer is little con- 
cerned with the personality of the 
composer, he is more concerned 
with giving an historic, actual all- 
around account of the composer’s 
life. To be clear he must sift the 
facts and check and recheck his 
information; in order to achieve 
simplicity as well as objectivity. 
He attains both. 

Yet it seems that Tchaikovsky 
is too warm and too real a per- 
son to be put into an objective 
biography; his personality trans- 
cends and his humanity will not 
be denied. Yet one feels that if 
Mr. Weinstock’s English weren't 
just like M. Jourdain’s prose one 
might enjoy his book better; as it 
is, there is great danger the Cath- 
erine Drinker Brown’s “Beloved 
Friend” in its very personal tone 
and air of gossip and romance will 
catch the reader’s fancy much 
more than Tchaikovsky's straight 
biography. 

As a reference work, however, 
this biography may not be dis- 
counted, particularly because it 
includes a very full bibliography 
of works by and about Tchaikov- 
sky.

It is not the temporary sickness 
which afflicts industry and labor 
in time of economic depression. It 
is a permanent and wasting ill- 
ness, induced by grave and funda- 
mental causes. 

_ The illness is caused by many 
'things—by the shocking inade- 
quacy of the machinery of distri- 
bution, by the rapid wasting and 
destruction of our soil, by a sys- 
tem of marketing which gives to 
the farmer not more than 10 to 20 
per cent of the total commodity 
price and forces him perpetually 
to sell at wholesale prices and buy 
at retail ones. It is sick because 
agriculture machinery is 50 years 
‘behind the time, because vast 
hardships exist with small mone- 
tary rewards, because there has 
never been any concerned effort 
by government and industry to do 
away with those _ unnecessary 
hardships and raise the rewards. 

Farms Grow Poorer. 

Year after year the farms of the 
country grow poorer and less pro- 
ductive. Year after year more 
small town and county banks close 
their doors because the economic 
level of the community has slipped 
so low that money is no longer de- 
posited or borrowed.

but they will be back with us, be- 
cause the illness of agriculture is 
permanent. 

Beneath their level lies another 
strata of our population even 
worse off—two or three million 
men, women and children, living 
on wornout farms because they 
have neither the energy to escape 
nor the money to purchase a 
jalopy. 

Statistics May Rise. 

However statistics may show 
rises and falls of income in our 
great agricultural areas, the gen- 
eral line is steadily downward. It 
is that income which buys very 
nearly 50 per cent of what our 
industries produce. As it steadily 
slips down the scale there must 


‘be less demand and consequently 
‘less production and less employ- 
‘ment in the industrial world. The 
‘agricultural income is the very 
base of our economy. 

There are countless other eco- 
nomic and social aspects of the 
depressing picture which are 
equally grave—wornout soil and 
poor living standards make poor 
citizens. What kind of citizens 
will those children of the migra- 
tory workers make, who have no 
home life, the sketchiest of educa- 
tion, a miserable diet, who are 
treated as outcasts and actually 
being taught to be vagrants. 

Once most of the leaders in 


every field of activity in the na- 
tion came from farms and small 
towns. Fewer come from them 


each year; indeed fewer leaders 
appear from anywhere. 

, Basis of Economy. 

Our population is not being in- 
creased from prosperous farms 
and small towns where the aver- 
age family is two or three chil- 
dren, but from the lower eco- 
nomic levels where the average 
family contains seven to eight 
children and the hardships of diet, 
education and health are destruc- 
tive. 

In the zest of our industrial de- 
velopment, we have forgotten 
that agriculture is the base of our 
existence, not only the source of 
our food but of our economic 
structure. When the agricultural 
population of Rome grew econom!- 
cally sick and flocked to the cities, 
the end of Rome followed quick- 
ly. A good builder does not erect 
a house upon a rotten foundation. 
It is time for a little postwar plan- 
ning on agriculture. The man who 
produced a sound and comprehen- 
sive program for our sick agricul- 
ture could not only be elected 
President hands down, he might 
even save his country from the 
economic confusion which threat- 
ens at this very moment to de- 
stroy it.

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DEAR JOE: I read your poem to the Ger- 
mans, which is really good and intelligently 
fair. You are right in the belief that mere 
hatred will not in the long run get us any- 
where. There is, however, the danger that 
calm, honest and just expressions of right 
will be seized upon by sob sisters to confuse 
the community and make people confound 
justice and vengeance. 

There is no one in the world less interested 
in revenge than I. I am interested in justice 
and particularly in the prevention of future 
wrong. Two generations have suffered two 
World Wars because the German people 
allowed themselves to be persuaded that war 
may be a profitable enterprise. 

In 1864 Prussia pocketed a nice piece of 
Denmark and clinched its position in the 
north of Germany. In 1866 it drove the 
Austrian Empire out of Germany and took 
for itself the undisputed leadership of the 
Germanic people. In 1871 it became the most 
powerful country on the Continent of Europe. 
All these were little wars. The war of 1914- 
18 cost more and had less visible success. 
Although the Germans are wrong in thinking 
that they won that war, they certainly did 
not lose it as badly as did France and England. 


AFTER 1918 France was shattered and never 
really recovered. Over a million Frenchmen 
were killed. Those who survived were crushed 
in spirit. No one who knew Paris before 
1914, as I did, could fail to see the difference. 
The buildings were more grimy; the vigor and 
taste of the people were broken; men and

women lived from day to day, like ship- 
wrecked sailors. 

Germany, whose territory was practically 
untouched, was able to recover much more. 
quickly than any other country — and start 
preparing for a bigger war. Unless we want 
this to be repeated, we must now make it 
clear to every German that war is the most 
unprofitable enterprise in the world. 

I am thinking of our unborn children, 
and I’ll see myself damned, in the most lit- 
eral and theological sense of the word, before 
I will leave a stone unturned that might save 
them from a Third World War. 

Remember that besides the angels singing, 
“Glory to God in the highest, and on earth 
peace, good will toward men,” there was King 
Herod who “was exceeding wroth and sent 
forth, and slew all the children tha@were in 
Bethlehem.” I do not ask to revenge the dead 
innocents — that is God’s affair, not mince — 
but I intend to protect from modern Herods 
the living and those that are to come.

city won’t look the same a few years 
from now. Things are going to happen 
to it fast when the war ends. 

That, says Robert Moses, goes for any city 
that isn’t asleep. And it’s quite a trick for 
any city to stay asleep when Robert Moses 
thinks it ought to wake up. Right now he 
thinks all of them should have their eyes wide 
open. 

You may know Robert Moses as the 
New York Park Commissioner, who has 
probably done more to change an Ameri- 
can city than anybody else in our time. 
Or you may know him as the man who hopped 
out to Oregon and lined up the scheme for 
Portland to do a $75,000,000 job of postwar 
face-lifting. Or again you may know him as 
the strong-featured, restless Bob Moses whose 
forceful language and flaring temper have 
made him one of the most famous public feud- 
ists of modern times. (““Maybe we could get 
rid of some of our phonies under the Lend- 
Lease Act,” he quipped in a recent set-to.) 

But the Moses to whom I invite your atten- 
tion now is the leader and the symbol of a 
school of ‘thought which is making itself felt 
in virtually every city in the country. Action 
is the keynote of this school — action imme- 
diately after the war, to two ends: (1) To 
provide employment in the period of demobi- 
lization, while industry is retooling. (2) To 
modernize our cities. 


Tes a good look around you. The old 


Robert Moses is the man who can tell’ you what if 
will be like. This two-fisted miracle-maker has 
remade much of New York, is now deep in plans 
for other U.S. cities. Here is his exciting story 


by Arthur Bartlett 


Not. to revolutionize them. “You can’t 
bring the millennium with blueprints,” says 
Moses; and he is probably the world’s most 
vitriolic critic of the kind of city planners 
who draw pretty, futuristic pictures which 
could only be made to come true by tearing 
cities down and starting over again. “Crack- 
pots,” is one of his milder terms for them. 
The better City of Tomorrow, he thinks, will 
come by evolution, just as the city of today 
did. But he is a powerful evangelist for giving 
evolution a helping hand— an evangelist 
who practices what he preaches. 


World’s Busiest Civic Iimprover 


I. New York, where he holds about a dozen 
different city and state jobs having to do with 
planning and public works, he has pushed 
countless parks, playgrounds and public re- 


sorts into existence, more parkways and 
throughways, more bridges and tunnels, more 
housing developments and other civic im- 
provements than any other two men in his- 
tory, so far as I can discover. But if the per- 
iod immediately after the war turns out 
as he expects, it will make those prewar 
activities seem like slow motion. 
When he advised Portland to get busy right 
away with plans for new bridges and through- 
ways, a 24-block civic center, new schools, 
park and playground developments, and other 
specific improvements, he was urging a course 
of action which he has already followed in 
his home city. Ever since the war put a brake 
on New York’s construction programs, he 
has had hundreds of city employees and pri- 
vate architects and engineers building up a 
shelf of projects — right down to the last 
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MOSES says that LaGuardia, his 
boss, has “tthe zeal of St. Paul, 
but the manners of St. Vitus’’ 


blueprint and specification — for the city to 
undertake just as soon as the war ends. Add- 
ing up to a billion-dollar program, calculated 
to keep 240,000 men busy for 18 months, 
the projects range from comparatively minor 
repair jobs through highways, bridges, parks, 
hospitals, schools, docks and markets to the 
completion of a new airport, which will be 
the biggest of its kind in the world. 

And while he has been working out details 
for New York and Portland, he has been con- 
stantly prodding the rest of the country with 
speeches, magazine articles and private con-

versations. On terms of first-name intimacy 
with hundreds of the nation’s leading indus- 
trialists and officials, he is just as quick to 
tell them that their ideas are hidebound or 
ridiculous as he is to denounce lesser fry, such 
as what he calls the “lunatic fringe” of New 
York uplifters. 

He has been a battler ever since he started 
to shave. As a student at Yale, back in 1909, 
he took on no less an opponefit than the im- 
mortal Walter Camp when he proposed that 
some of the proceeds from football gate re- 
ceipts be used to build up the less profitable 


sports. (Swimming was his forte.) Shocked 
at the very idea, Camp objected vigorously. 
But young Bob enlisted the “Yale Courant” 
in his campaign, and pushed it so hard that 
the university adopted the plan — which, of 
course, has since become common practice 
in many colleges. 


Making Life Easier 


Bur it is as the man of action, the example- 
setter, probably more than as the caustic de- 
bater, that Moses spreads his ideas and his 
influence. Cities all over the country have 
taken leaves from his pioneering book: mak- 
ing traffic more orderly, for instance, with 
pretzel-like “‘clover-leaf”’ road junctions and 
overpasses; making public beaches and other 
recreation centers more usable by the crea- 
tion of adequate approaches and huge park- 
ing spaces; making it easier to get in and out 
of the metropolitan areas by new, fast drives 
and bridges, many of them self-liquidating 
through tolls which motorists gladly pay for 
the saving of their time and nerves. 

Today, for example, if you are driving 
north from New York, you don’t roll 
through endless miles of busy streets. 
You drive along the Hudson River on a fine 
express highway, cross the Harlem River 
on the great Henry Hudson Bridge (for a 10- 
cent toll), sail along on the Henry Hudson 
Parkway to Westchester County and its net- 
work of parkways, and so on toward your des- 
tination. Just a pleasant drive of half an hour 
or so, instead of two hours or more of tor- 
tuous traffic-bucking. It took Robert Moses 
to make that possible — but people had been 
talking about it and recommending it for 
almost half a century. In 1904 an appropria- 
tion even was made for plans for the Henry 
Hudson Bridge. 

But actually, all that was built was a par- 
tially-completed statue of Henry Hudson — 
until the legislature created the Henry Hud- 
son Parkway Authority (after due prodding) 
with Robert Moses as the sole member. Issu- 
ing bonds on the strength of the tolls which 


would be charged on the bridge, taking ad- — 


vantage of relief workers then available and 
state and federal moneys also available, he 
pushed the whole improvement through. 
Qpening with a one-level bridge, the traffic 
immediately was so great — and toll revenue 
so much greater than the carrying charges — 
that the postponed second level was started 
within a year. 


“Visionary’’? 


‘Luar, of course, is only one sample of 


-Mr. Moses’ operations. It was as Governor 


Al Smith’s Secretary of State and right-hand 
man—a relationship which came about 
through mutual admiration, even though 
Moses has always been a Republican — that 
he started his career as a creator of public 
projects. He worked out a state park plan 
which the politicians laughed at as too vision- 
ary. But Moses, with Smith’s backing, went 
ahead. Today there is a state park within easy 
driving distance of practically every city and 
town in the state of New York. 

Moses ran jnto particularly bitter opposi- 
tion on Long Island, where wealthy New 
Yorkers complained that the creation of parks 
would ruin the privacy of their big estates. 
“The poor millionaires,” Moses sneered; and 
when one of them argued that a proposed 
concrete parkway would ruin their hunts by 
making the dogs lose the scent of the fox, 
he sarcastically suggested that maybe he 
could put a tunnel under the road for the fox. 
When a delegation protested to Al Smith 
that Moses’ scheme would overrun the beaches 
with “rabble” from the city, the East Side 
Governor exploded: “‘Rabble? That’s me.” 

At one point, a group of wealthy landown- 
ers bought up most of the land which Moses 


wanted for a park. He had it condemned, 


‘and called in the state police to take posses 


sion. Pledging more money for the land than 
the Park Commission had available, Moses 
and Smith persuaded the philanthropist 
August Heckscher to donate the funds. This 
technicality, however, gave the opposing 
group grounds for legal action, and they sued 
Moses for damages during his “military occu- 
pation” of the land. The court awarded 
them six cents, and hundreds of people 
sent Moses six cents to pay the judgment. 
Meanwhile, he went ahead with the 
park: now the Heckscher State Park. 

Continuing as chairman of the State Coun- 
cil of Parks, president of the Long Island 
State Park Commission and various other 
jobs under Governor Roosevelt and Governor 
Lehman, Moses took time out in 1934 to run 
for Governor as the Republican candidate 
against Lehman, but failed of election. That 
same year, however, Fiorello LaGuardia 
took office as Mayor of New York City and 
appointed Moses Park Commissioner. They 
have been a vigorously progressive, if some- 
what temperamental, team ever since; and 
each gives the other great credit for their 
joint accomplishments — at the same time 
tossing each other occasional brickbats. The 
Mayor, who refers to his Park Commissioner 
humorously as His Grace, is said to have a 
form letter with which to acknowledge his 
various resignations: 


““Your communication of , request- 
ing termination of your services (CHECK ONE: 
immediately, forthwith, in 15 days, upon com- 


pletion of present project) has been received 


and will be granted due consideration.” 


Moses, for his part, has described the 
Mayor as “‘a bundle of contradictions, uncer- 
tain whether to be conservative or radical, 
artist or tough boss, broad-minded cosmopoli- 
tan or uncompromising reformer ... but the 
best mayor in our history.”” Campaigning for 
him in the last election, the Commissioner 
hit a new note in political oratory when he de- 
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clared that the man he was urging the voters 
to elect had ‘‘the zeal of St. Paul, but the 
manners of St. Vitus.”’ 

Anyway, the LaGuardia administration, 
with Moses as Park Commissioner, chairman 
of the Triborough Bridge Authority, mem- 
ber of the City Planning Commission and 
general handyman, has been one of constant 
physical activity. Not only have parks and 
parkways and bridges and tunnels come into 
existence, but no less than 437 playgrounds, 
17 public outdoor swimming pools and a 
public stadium for athletic meets, concerts 
and outdoor. opera. Zoos have been trans- 
formed, dumps turned into beauty spots. 

It is Moses, too, who has been the spark 
plug in New York’s slum-clearance program 
and the building of new, low-cost housing 
developments. Some of his bitterest verbal 
battles have been over these projects, espe- 
cially with the “‘academic”’ planners. (He has 
a Ph.D. degree himself, as well as an honor- 
ary LL.D., but when he uses the word “aca- 
demic”’ it is as a damning epithet.) 


He Plans Postwar Jobs Now 


In THE early years of his commissionership, 
Moses had an army of relief workers assigned 
to him by the federal government. For 
months, he kept up a running fight with 
Washington over red tape and regulations, 
insisting on firing loafers and keeping a big 
enough planning staff to put the rest to work 
on worth-while projects, instead of “‘leaf- 
raking and sidewalk polishing.” 

That experience makes him doubly anxious 
for our cities to have real jobs ready when 
this war ends. It will cost money? Yes, he 
admits it; but so, he points out, would relief, 
which he thinks is the only alternative until 
industry can take up the slack in postwar 
manpower. So, since we are going to pay our 
money anyway, why not make it buy us a 
start on the City of Tomorrow? 

That is what Robert Moses thinks all sen- 
sible cities will do.

Canny For ALL... 


Yes, there are enough 
holiday sweets — but 
with wartime changes 


ANG up the candy canes — 
stuff the candy socks — fill 
the sweetmeat bowls! There 

are Christmas candies enough. Less 
candy, but no one need go with- 
out. It is candy different than in 
peacetime years. But it tastes 


. just as good. 


At the last minute, a bit more 
sugar was allotted for Christmas 
“shine” sweets. Candy canes 
show their giddy stripes again. 
But few candy toys for the favor 
sacks. Handmade novelties re- 
quire detailed labor and. there 
aren’t hands enough. 

It is a chocolate-cream 
Christmas in the candy box. 
Yes, hard candies are around, 
but on the skimp side. 
They scoop too deep into 
the sugar sack. They drink 
too deep into corn syrup 
vats. Confectioners turn to 
other candies to stretch 
sweetness further. 

The Christmas hard candies are 
ordinarily a midsummer, slack-sea- 
son output. This year candy mak- 
ers had a job to keep even with 
week-by-week sales. No Santa 
Claus loot has been stored against 
the great day and now only meager 
stocks will be made. 

Chocolate creams, box-packed, 
pay better profits and their mak- 
ings are “available, or else substi- 
tutes. But box sizes are limited to 
one and two pounds. 


Thinner Chocolate Coating 


Cuoco.ate coatings run _ thin- 
ner. This despite the fact that our 
chocolate supplies are 80 per cent 
normal, that since October confec- 
tioners have been allowed 10 per 
cent extra. Still not enough choco- 
late to meet an ever-growing de- 
mand. Chocolate is the world’s 
favorite flavor, a huge slug goes 
into 75 per cent of all candy made. 

But less variety in chocolate 
fillings. In palmier days a pound 
box of chocolates might contain 
25 different centers, counting the 
various flavored creams, nougats, 
caramels and fruit surprises. This 
average pound assortment could 
draw on as many as 29 countries 
and five continents for its assem-

blage of ingredients. Not today. 
Yet variety still, for the candy 
makers are ingenious: fellows. 

But of sugar there isn’t enough 
and not enough substitutes. At 
first, when restrictions were placed 
on sugar and honey, corn syrup 
bore the brunt of the sweetening 
burden. Now corn syrup runs 
short as the government takes the 
bulk of the cornstarch, of which 
the syrup is made, to use in pud- 
ding mixes for lend-lease and the 
armed forces. Of other food starch- 
es, such as rich flour and sweet 
potato and wheat starch, we have 
only limited amounts. 


Substitutes Galore 


Susstitutes abound for almost 
every other candy ingredient. Take 
cocoa powder — this can be simu- 
lated with a combination of roast- 
ed barley and wheat flour, edible 
oils and an artificial chocolate 
flavor. Or don’t take it, if you pre- 
fer the pure cocoa powder stretched 
with cottonseed flour. 

Egg-white albumen in the dry 
form is an important candy in- 
gredient to give a.light and 
delicate texture. Last year 
when the government took 
the bulk of dehydrated egg 
products for its lend-lease 
shipments, the confection- 
ers substituted a powdered 
soy bean protein derivative for the 
dry albumen and found it could 
be handled in much the same way. 

Dairy products join the long 
list of fatalities to plague candy 
makers. Again the ubiquitous 
soy flour is drafted to supple- 
ment for all forms of milk. 

Agar-agar, a Japanese seaweed 
gelatin, formerly gave the jellying 
power to the colorful fruit squares. 
Now this is replaced by a similar 
substance extracted from a domes- 
tic seaweed called Irish moss. 

Gumdrops and starch jelly gums 
promise more plentiful. There will 
be some increase in the cornstarch 
stocks allowed candy makers, due 
to the autumn’s bumper corn crop. 
Shipping routes open through the 
Mediterranean and that important 
ingredierit gum arabic, sap from 
the gum acacia, arrives again from 
the Nile. 


Less Cocoanut Now 


Cocoanut candies aren’t what 
they used to be. Present cocoanut 
supplies are but one-fourth of 
what they were before the war. 
But substitutes galore. 
Full-fat soya flour obliges as a 
cocoanut stretcher. A much used

substitute is untoasted corn flakes 
and full-fat soya flour working as 
a team. Pre-cooked wholewheat, 
shredded wholewheat, wholewheat 
flakes, any one of the set doused 
with imitation cocoanut oil fools 
you into thinking cocoanut — yum 
yum! 

Caramels area wartime casualty 
because of their heavy demand for 
those twin jewels— cream and 
butter. Fewer fudge types are 
around and for the same reason. 

Glacé fruits run short. Small 
stocks are here for the holidays 
and then no more. 

Dehydrated bananas are under 
experiment as a fruit to use in 
chewy candies and bars. 

Preserved watermelon rind is 
pinch-hitting for citrus peel. Citrus 
pectin, once a standby of the candy 
manufacturer, is now used in the 
production of blood plasma. 


Peppermint on Priority 


Peprermint-flavored candies de- 
crease. The government wants the 
menthol that is found in pepper- 
mint juice and has frozen the oil 
stocks. Manufacturers are allowed 
but 30 per cent of oil used last year. 

To eke out reduced nut supplies, 
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aerated toasted soya beans are 
pinch-hitting in whole, granulaf 
and meal form. One new nut is 
laboratory made, a malted kernel, 
but its production is small due to 
lack of equipment. 

Brand new candies come to 
town.

Among the newest candies 
are those fortified with vita- 
mins and minerals, produced 
both forthe Army and civilians.

The 
armed forces’ collective sweet 
tooth takes about 50 per cent of 
all the candy made. Candy is in- 
cluded in the various military ra- 
tions to the tune of ten pounds per 
year per man. Also quantities of 
candy are provided for sale to 
soldiers abroad. Now the govern- 
ment increases the allotment for 
war plants. Five-cent and penny- 
bar pieces are being diverted into 
these channels and doing a rapid 
fade-out in civilian markets.

U.S. citizen to report property and 
property values in foreign countries. 
And, darn it, I don’t know what a castle 
is worth. Here I am, a man with a castle — 
almost a nobleman, you might say, owing to 
circumstances beyond my control—and I 
don’t know how much I am worth in castles! 

But I am willing to tell the Treasury De- 
partment all. Maybe it can help me out. 

My castle, called Rocca di Poggio, is on the 
tall Umbrian hills overlooking the Tiber River 
valley in that part of Italy between Rome 
and Florence which a poet called “dolce ¢e gen- 
lile,”” — sweet and kind. What would the 
Treasury Department say a castle is worth 
in a region sweet and kind? 


A Local Plague 


Sweer and kind! I wonder. At this minute 
Umbria, dolce e gentile, is infested with Ger- 
mans. Perhaps I have no castle at all. I do not 
want to deceive the Foreign Fund Control. 
If I had bought it, I could say the price I 
paid was the value, but I did not pay a penny 
for it. It came with Nina, my wife. Nobody 
had lived in it for 50 years and the roof and 
walls were falling in when her father wrote 
her in America that he had got it for her. 
Our castle is a medieval fortress that in- 
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having ““Comic.’” Translated into Latin, 
of course. Jesters and princes, I am 
told, used to live in each other’s com- 
pany. “Messer Jimmy Savo, comic,” 
would not look out of place, I hope. 
But the war broke out and we left Italy with- 
out any chiseling. 

My castle has a hidden treasure. That, 
I suppose, ought not to remain hidden 
from the Treasury Department. It also has 
ghosts. A castle with ghosts of nobles long dead 
may have a worth I cannot estimate. But then 
it has bats, too, which brings the value down. 
How could I sell it by advertising that it is 
fully equipped with bats? 

But that treasure! All of us in Poggio know 
just where it is hidden. It’s a secret. We don’t 
want it to reach other towns. But we all know 
it. Temistocle dreams of it at night, and Am- 
brosina, his little daughter, sings of it while 
she dances. The treasure is hidden in the mas- 
sive tower that has no doors and windows. 
Some day we of our town are going to open the 
tower and then we shall all be rich. That is 
what Ambrosina sings about. She will be rich 
too, though what Ambrosina’s conception of 
riches is it would be difficult to say, and I 
think the Treasury Department would not 
honor her estimate. 

The town, as I will report to the Treasury, 
is made up of not more than two dozen houses, 
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of which I own all the roofs. In the 
encircling arms of the castle's walls 
they form jugt about what would be 
a block. The little homes are connect- 
ed with each other. In time of wars 
— past, medieval wars — if the fort- 
ress was besieged, the Poggiolani 
could communicate within their hous- 
es and with their lords without expos- 
infg themselves. They could use a suc- 
cession of arches and bridges and 
towers and steps built by imagina- 
tive architects. 


Giovannino the Watcher 


Ar tne town gate there is the house 
of the sentinel, the watcher. Giovan- 
nino lives there now, if he still lives 
at all. He is the eldest in the group of 
five families who are Poggio’s sole in- 
habitants. His life was not spent 
watching. All his years he worked as a 
farm hand on the farms that are miles 
away, since the land around this hill 
town is stony and quite unfertile. 
Emma, his wife, I remember by her 
eyes. They were red the last time we 
saw Emma. She had a son, Romeo, 
and he had been sent to Spain where 
he died fighting for something he 
knew nothing about. Spain! A 
strange name to those people who 
have never looked at a map. 

The voice of Fascist recruiters for 
the war in Spain, against people like 


selves, had reached little Poggio. 
Romeo, aged 18, was promised suste- 
nance for his old parents and a pen- 


sion for his mother in case of his

death. Romeo could not find work on 
a farm as his father did, because farm- 
ers’ families grow fast and no extra 
hands are needed. Emma collected 
the money for his life. Two lire a day. 
Ten American cents! She went on 
making bread for us or carrying water 
in a pail on her head, composed, re- 
served, only her red eyes telling the 
story. 

In the next house down the slope 
lives Giandomenico, the one who plays 
the church bells on Sundays and dur- 
ing storms to keep the lightning 
away. Giandomenico, who never talks 


he is bashful about his broken shoes, 
which | saw him mending every 
morning in front of his door, 

And the house in the center of the 
square, facing the castle, is the home 
of Alfreduzzo and his parents. Alfre- 
duzzo, 11 years old, who once when 
he was sick had as a delicacy a single 
egg mixed in coffee, the only egg of 
his whole life. 

What is the value of a castle 
when you consider these people 
and Alfreduzzo and his egg? 

Next door the young couple live — 
Andrea, of Poggio, and Lina, his wife, 
a shepherd girl from Orte, the little 
railway town that was bombed before 
Italy surrendered, They married and 
walked into one of the little deserted 
houses — kitchen on the ground floor 
and a bedroom upstairs and the starry 
sky for a ceiling, for the tiny home of 
their choice had no roof. 

“What will you do this winter when 
the rain starts?” we asked them. 
They had no answer. 


Saving the Roofs 


Ter roof had gone with the others 
— people who emigrated from Poggio 
to the plain below had carried their 
roofs away with them. It was our duty 
—- not a legal duty but more than a 
moral one — to repair the roofs still 
left. Something had to be done to stop 


“Suppose we buy all the roofs in 
the town!” Nina suggested. 

We made the proposition to the 
Poggiolani as they assembled in the 
castle’s large kitchen. 

“‘We would like to buy the roofs 
of your houses. We want to repair 
them. But no one, you nor we, will 
ever have the right to carry any more 
roofs away.” That is what we said 
to them. ““You and your descendants 
will always have a roof over your 
heads from this day on.”

The enthusiasm was great. They 
offered me the title of mayor of the 
town and to Nina the right to name 
all the children born there. 

Well, that is Poggio. That is my 
castle. It’s not all. Only a little bit. 
You could write a book about it. 
But at the end you wouldn’t, or I 
wouldn’t, anyhow, know any more 
about what to say in dollars or cents 
— or eggs or roofs or pensions or peo- 
ple -— to the Treasury Department.
